The  house  at  West  Center  Harbor  needs  painting 
and  we  fully  expected  to  have  some  done  this  year,  but 
did  not  succeed  owing  to  the  rush  of  work  our  local 
painters  had  on  hand.  This  year  we  hope  to  have  this 
work  done. 
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The  house  at  the  Village  needs  some  changes.  The 
cloak  rooms  are  not  large  enough  to  properly  care  for 
the  pupils'  clothing  and  some  change  is  needed  very 
much.  The  ceiling  in  the  grammar  room  is  also  bad  and 
a  new  steel  ceiling  seems  to  be  the  cheapest  and  best 
way  to  repair  it. 

Again  the  Board  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  the 
teachers,  parents  and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Center  Harbor: 

I  hope  that  parents  and  pupils  alike  will  carefully 
check  up  the  following  attendance  tables.  Nearly  al- 
ways an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  absence  will  be  very 
much  less  than  the  real  amount  as  shown  by  the  regis- 
ters. 

Health  is,  of  course,  of  primary  importance,  and  sick 
children  should  not  be  in  school. 

Irregular  attendance  is  very  closely  related  to  poor 
scholarship.  It  is  also  frequently  an  index  of  home  con- 
ditions. It  may  reveal  poor  teaching  or  other  unsatis- 
factory school  conditions. 

At  the  village  school  many  of  the  tardy  marks  are 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  children  were  taking  music 
lessons.  This  has  been  permitted  by  the  School  Board 
as  it  desires  to  aid  in  every  reasonable  way  parents  and 
pupils  in  their  efforts  toward  improvement.
